KLLED IN EAST PORTSMOUTH YARDS 


Stumbling across a rail as he at- 


tempted to dart aeross a track in 
fitmt of a cot nf moving cars thii 
morning at 10:30 .o'clock, Floyd-L. 
Gales, 35, X. 4 \V. yard brakeman, 
fell and tvas so badly crushed by two 
wtifela of a car that he died within 
a few minutes after his almost life- 
less form \s-as extricated from be- 
in-ten the wheels of one truck. Dales 
who lived in Kentucky just below 
h'ullerton, or opposite the foot .of 
Bond street, took a job in the yards 
as bfakeman just a week ago Thurs- 
day. 
He was crushed through the 


abdomen and pelvis and expired as 
co-workers were carrying him across 
the many tracks in the yards to get 
to the foot of Norfolk street, East 
Portsmouth, wtie^e Lynn's ambulance 
was waiting to convey him to a hos- 
pitaL As the man was still breathing- 
they thought that there was still hope 
of saving his life. 


A year ago, Cales, working at the 


Portsmouth works, 'Wheeling 
Steel 


Corporation tcffered a badly tnjnrefl 
foot, two toes being amputated. 
He 


I was In the hospital a long time and 


I after recovering was in Each a weak- 
ened condition he could not work. 
About two weeks ago he secnred a 
Job at the Portsmouth .Refractories 
plant at East Portsmouth, but after 
working there only a few days, quit 
is he could not stand the work which 
caused further injury to his. foot- 
Several days later he went to work 
in the X. & W. yards. 


Track men of a section crew were 


working just a few yards away from 
where the fatal accident occurred. 
Coles was working on- a yard train 
pulled by Engine No. ST6, which was 
switching cars on tracks near the 
scrap wharf. Tha wharf Is on the 
Ohio River bank jnst shore the Ports- 
mouth Golf Club grounds. The scene 
of the fatal accident was on the time 
freight lead track or the second track 
north of the track wharf. 


To Cat Of*. Cars 


Gales ran along Aho sida of the 


train to "cut off cars to be set in 
on the different tracks. According to 
workmen nearby, he had just "cut 
off" 
a string of cars which -were 


"kicked off" on one track. 
There 


still remained twelve cars ahead Af 
the engine nnd Coles Is thought to 


ha-ro tried to ran across the track 
ahead of the cars still" attached to 
rhe engine. As lie leaped^across tie 
track he stumbled .and fell across the 
north- rail, within a few inches of 
the wheels of the leading car. The 
front wheels of the'one truck passed 
over his-body, bur before tie other 
trcck.of the saine car r<=ached him 
tbe engine and cars were' stopped. 
The sudden stop cansed the train to 
more backwards just far enough for 
one wheel of the front trncX to pass 
orer him again.- This left the body 
wedged between the wheels o* tbe 
truck- 
Track, laborers • ran to the 


seece, hurriedly secured a jack and 
raised the truck 'sufficiently to allow 
the body to be released. Cales was 
placed on s. stretcher and 
several 


workmen carried him to the end of 
Norfolk street where the ambulance 
was waiting. Before ho was placed 
in the ambiilnnrp it was discovered 
that Cales had died. •
